Magnetized Atoms 


of Iron Heard by Physicists 


Amplified Rustle. Made Plainly Audible From Loud | 


Speaker in General Electric Tests 


SCHeANee LADY; N. ¥., Nov. 21 
The roaring of the atoms in iron as 
they are attracted by the magnet can 
be heard by means of .a device re- 
cently perfected in the research lab- | 
oratory of the General Electric Com- 
pauy here. 

The device-indicates that magnet- 
ism is not a, silent phenomenon, in 
fact the roaring when the magnet is 
brought near a piece of iron can be 
heard plainly from an_= ordinary 
radio loud speaker, according to ex- 
perimenters, and consequently it 
nqw will be possible to listen to the 
effect of asmagnet on iron or Other 
material. 

The apparatus carries out the idea 
of Dr. H. Barkhausen of Dresden, 
Germany. <A piece of soft iron is 
inserted in a coil of 17,000 turns of 
three-mil. wire. The coil is at- 
tached to an amplification set, which 
in turn is connected to head phones 
or loud speaker. 
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When the magnet is brought near 
iren a rustle is heard, experimenters 
If the approach rapid, the 
noise is loud and abrupi, if slow, the 
sound soft and more permanent. 
When the magnet is removed, similar 
sounds are heard. If while the 
magnet is brought near the iron the 
poles are reversed, an extremely loud 
and abrupt noise is heard. 

Physicists believe the phenomenon 
is caused by the motion of magnetic 
particles in the iron. When the 
magnet is near, groups of atoms turn 
and face in the same direction. The 
stronger the magnet, the more par- 
ticles turn, and consequently the 
greater the noise made in turning. 
Similarly, when the magnet is re- 
moved, the atoms rustle back to dis- 
arrangement. When the magnetic 
poles are reversed, the: atoms turn 
about quickly. causing a louder 
noise.

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POLISH PREMIER 
DEFENDS POLICY 


Budget Shows for First 
Time Railway Has Become 
Self-Supporting 


WARSAW, Poland, Nov. 1 (Special 
Correspondefhce)-——Mr. Grabski pre- 
sented his exposé to the Polish Diet 
at the opening of the session, laying 
before them the general political and 
economic position of Poland. 

Regarding the situation on the 
eastern frontier, the Prime Minister 
said that while the continued attacks 
of bandits must be put down with a 
strong hand, the Government is de- 
termined to continue and increase 
its policy of conciliation toward the 
population 
Ruthenian nationality inhabiting 
these territories. These people were 
always the most neglected during the 
time of the Tsarist rule, and their 
material and physical needs were 
never considered. It is Poland's 
duty to remedy this. 


As regards the economic condition, | 
there is no doubt that the improve-'! 
ment of the finances and the stabiliza- | 
tion of the valuta, while curtailing | 


speculation and introducing a healthy 
currency, has for the time being 
brought with it a certain stagnation 
in trade and industry and in con- 
sequence thereof unemployment. The 
Government has taken very energetic 
measures to relieve the latter and 
notes with satisfaction its steady de- 
crease. 

The economic situation 
aggravated this vear owing to the fail- 
ure of the crops. The harvest shows 
from 30 to 40 per cent less result than 
in 1923. This has engendered the 
necessity of increasing the rates for 
theexport of corn and decreasing the 
revenues On import. Other remedial 
measures, such as the purchase of 
corn for sowing and regulation re- 
garding the grinding have also been 
taken. 

Speaking of foreign 
Prime Minister said that his whole 
endeavor had been to avoid having 
recourse to foreign’credit and that he 
was proud that the country had been 
self-sufficient. Foreign credit is not 
necessary to the Government but for 
the economic life in Poland. 

Polish industry and agriculture 
must learn rot to expect money from 
the Government, 
function of the Government. They 
must seek for credit abroad. In this 
direction the Government is prepared 
to give help and support. One of 
the best results of the financial pol- 
icy is the satisfactory budget of the 
railway, which up till last year had 
always shown a large deficit, but 
now self-supporting. 

The budget for 1925 is constructed 
without renouncing any of the matters 
pronounced to be important and use- 
ful in 1924. _It shows progress in the 
education department in land 
form.

Rhode Island Fine Pewter 
Its Story Told for First Time 
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N Rhode Island fine pewter 
been made the middle 
the eighteenth century. Some of 

it has been famous, yet in the writ- 

ings on American pewter mention of 
the Rhode Island makers is not pro- 
portionate with the excellence of 
their craitsmanship. ‘The first rec- 
ord devoted to the Rhode Island 
pewterers comes now from Charles 

Calder of Providence, whose 

grandfather, William Calder, was ap- 

prenticed to Samuel E. - Hamiin. 

William Calder’s best pewtering was 

done early in the nineteenth century. 

In 1074 the Synod at Rouen per 
mitted pewter to be used as a sub- 
stitute for gold and silver church 
vessels. Records ot the domestic 
of pewter commenced with the 
ealdrons that were employed for 
boiling meats at the coronation cele- 
bration of Edward I in 1274. In the 
‘beginning of its history pewter Was 
used onlv by the wealthy class, but 
by the end of the seventeenth cen- 
turv its use wus almost universa! 
Then it was said, “The growing 
cheapness of glass and china, anil 
the invention of more showy metals 
hAs made pewter seem vulgar. 

Avperently the Indians were the 
first "thode Islanders to work in 
pewter. Roger Williams mentions 
them in his “Kev.” The earliest au- 
thenticated date of a Rhode Islan 
pewterer is of Benjamin Day of New- 
port. 

In 1749 he conveyed a parcel of 
goods to Joseph Wreton. In the 
Newport town records, dated Aug. 
10, 1749, the convevance is noted and 
Day's upation given as “pew- 
terer.” No examples, however, 
either of Day pewter 0} work ot

He will take in pay, beside 
cash, old Pewter, Brass and Cop- 
per.” Mr. Belcher continyed in 
business in the same neighborhood 
until 1775; it appears he moved tz. 
early in 1776.

In 1783 David 
formed the public, bv 
ubiquitous advertisement in the 
Mercury, that he, too, had pewter 
to sell, wholesale and retail, “as 
cheap as can he purchased at any 
Shop in Town.” 

Work of Samuel Hamlin 


Samuel Hamlin is the earliest pew- 
terer recorded in Providence. He es- 
tablished his shop there at the head 
of Long Wharf soon after 1771. The 
Vane on the famous First Paptist 
Meeting House was made in his shop. 
In 1774 he formed a partnership with 
his brother-in-law, Gershom Jones. 
Several Hamlin markings have been 
gathered together, but their correct 
assignment to the brothers has never 
been established. There was another 
Hamlin, a feo William, but he prob- 
ably neve worked in pewter. - He 
became a saeaa engraver. Three af 
the Hamlin marks were eagles and 
there was another, a Golden Fleece. 

It would seem, says Mr. Calder, 
that inasmuch as probably-tons of 
pewter have been fashioned in Rhode 
Island there ought to he more of it 
found. But when one turns to the 
old advertisements it is readily to he 
seen that those who bought in old 
pewter remelted it. ‘So it is not 
Strange that a porringer here, a 
basin there, a few plates somewhere 
else, and a lamp thrown in now and 
then are all that remain, and that 
among them there is rarely to 
found anything dating back of 1800 
All things considered Mr. Calder 
thinks it is remarkable that at 
one example of so many Rhode Island 
pewters has been found and their

DEFENDS BIBLE 


Testament Is Styled Model 
of Clearness and Beauty

LONDON. Nov. 10—G. Bernard 
Shaw who has been a zealous propa- 
gandist of Socialism for the last 40 
years, addressed the Fabian Society 
in Kingsway Hall recently in place 
of Oswald Mosley, who was contest- 
ing (unsuccessfully) _Neville Cham- 
berlain’s seat at Birmingham. 

Mr. Mosley was to have lectured 
on “The Socialist Assault Upon the 
Modern Mind,” and at the end of his 
talk. Mr. Shaw said that, as far as 


he was able to conjecture, he had | practice, 


said what the appointed lecturer 
would have said. 
Defense of New Testament 


In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Shaw, referring to the demand for 
new versions of the New Testament 
in modern language, said that the 


people who were defending or pro-| 


ducing them were actually saying 
that the Authorized Version was stiff, 
obscure, dry, unreadable. He said: 

I simply gasp when people talk 
like that. For in point of read- 
ability and intelligibility brought 
down to the last degree of clear- 
ness, beauty of statement, and im- 
pressiveness, you will never get 
anything better than the Authorized 
Version of the Bible. 

Nevertheless, people have heard it 
read so often, from their bad habit 
of going to church every Sunday—tt 
is not so much that that habit ts 
bad as that they hear the same 
thing over and over again—that it 
wradually ceases to have any effect 
on them; it bores them, and they 
think it is dry, stiff, and inexpressive, 
and so finally they want somebody to 
write it all over again. 

Il dare say that when they get the 
New Testament, incorporating all 
the latest Aramaic discoveries, writ- 
ten exactly in the:‘style of the Dally 
Mail and the Daily Express, they 
Will sav, Now we have xzot a Bible 
written in flexible. picturesque Enr- 
lish so that we can understand it. 

Restatement of Socialism 

Mr. Shaw mentioned this in con- 
nection with the announcement that 
he has startcd to restate Socialism, 
to bring it up to date, and get away 
from the old Victorian point of view. 
In doing this he intends to ignore 
the men and address himself to the 
women. Men’s heads, he declared, 
are too fuil of nonsense and illusion. 
He continued: 

l’urthermore, T am not at all sure 
that Socialism is really very much 
of a man’s question. The serious 
business of life, the really hard, man- 
aging work, he leaves to women. He 
has left domestic economy to women, 
and -taken up with what he calls 
political economy—which is mostly 
Political balderdash. Socialism is 
nothing but domestic economy—the 
demestic economy of the nation 

lie proceeded to say that Socialism 


come, so that every person in the 
community would receive from the 
state the same sum for maintenance. 
This is an old idea of Mr. Shaw's; 
he holds it seriously and argued it 
strongly, making out for it a much 
better case than would be thought 
possible by anyone who has not 
heard him defend the preposition. 
Mr. Shaw said he thought that 
women, in particular, could be got 
to realize that there is something 
wrong with the national economy 
when some people are buyimg 50- 
guinea diamond rings and riding in 
Rolls-Rovee motor “ars, while 
women and children are underfed or 
nearly starving, or are kept alive on 
a dole of 15s. a week.

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| Fore-Edge Paintings. an Old Book Craft Revived

The author has recently moved 
from England where he has prac- 
ticed handbinding for 25 years, to 
Chicago, to teach the younger gener-

Sons Co. His fore-edge paintings 
have created remarkable interest and 
he hopes that they may stimulate a 
revival of this charming but some- 
what neglected branch of an old and 
beautiful craft. 


E term bookbinding or binding 
used in this short article should

as solidly together as possible. The 
drawing to be executed is then 
sketched in lightly with pencil and 
then colored with watercolors mixed 
somewhat dry.

Burning Wood to Make It Beautiful

The Eaeanene long ago discov- | 
how to produce, easily and! 
artificial driftwood, whieh | 
cannot be distinguished from the 
fenuine, and they have been doing. 
it for generations. They found that. 
by charring pieces of their native’ 
wood, sugi, and then rubbing them. 
with rice straw, driftwood could be 
produced while you wait. How the 
Japanese came to employ this. 
method of decorating wood is inter- | 
esting. 
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these keen- 
sighted Orientals began to gather 
driftwood from the sea and turn it 
to the uses of beauty without treat- 
ing it in any way. Its embossed 
surfaces, due to the long-continued 
swashinge of the waves and the chem- 
ical action of the salt of the sea, 
which roves the softer parts of 
the and jeavVes the harder 
growth in irregular ribs, Was to} 
them a source of artistic delight. 

Yhe supply of driftwood was lim- 
fied, however, and its evolution 
from fresh wood through the action 
of the sun and the sea covered a 
long period of time. It occurred to 
the Japanese, therefore, that the 
thing to do was to find a way to 
hurry the process, to gain the same 
resulta by other methods~— in other 
words, to produce artificial drift- 
wood. Finally they discovered that 
charred wood with the char brushed 
out jeft the same result as erosion 
by the sea. Thereupon was born 
the “sugi finish.” 

Just how it was done only the 
Japanese -themselves knew, and they 
couldn't be bribed into divulging the 
secret. For a long time it was the 
general impression that the work, 
was done with acids, and that the, 
secret lay in the knowledge of when 
and how to stop the action of the! 
acids. Finally an American, a noted 
Oriental scholar and traveler, John 
S Bradstreet, ef Minneapolis, rot on 
the right track. What he did not 
find out in Japan he shrewdly 
guessed at, and upon his return to, 
America he satisfied himself by nu- | 
merous experiments that he had | 
found the correct method, Neverthe- 
less, that was only half the game. 
The orher half ‘was to over an 
American wood capable of taking the 
sugi finish. 

The Japanese sugi, which is rather 
soft and easilv worked. differs from 
most conifers or cone-bearing trees 
in that it not resinous in the gen- 
erally accepted meaning of that 
term. It is close-grained, and when 
eut into flat:sawed hoards shows a 
beautiful figure. The spring crowth 

miich harder than the summe 
rcrowth, so that when fire is applied 
io a board a degree of heat, 
whieh completely chars the softer 
erain. will merely discolor the 
harder vrain. Then when the 
burned pls are rubbed until all 
the charred portions at removed, 
the darkened grain is left standing 
ont like an eutbossed surface aszainst 
the grain of lighter color. 

During the World’s Fair a 
Japanese carpenters were brought to 
the United States to aid in the con- 
struction of certain exposition 
buildings. When these carpenters 
became familiar with American 
woods, they indicated a strong pref- 
erence for cypress, which they stated 
possessed almost exactiv the same 
qualities of texture and workabilit) 
as their native sugi. 

Here was Mr. Bradstreet’s tip. Im- 
mediately began to experiment 
with eyvpress and the results con- 
Vinced him that it was the ideal 
wood: almost the only one that 
wonld stand up under the sugi 
process and come out a real artistic 
triumph. 

The Sug! Process 

Not only is cypress free from resin 
and pitch, a condition which is neces- 
sary to the success of the sugi treat- 
ment, but by reason of the unusual 
degree of difference between the 
hardness of the spring and summer 
growths, it presents a superior con- 
trast after the scorching and brush- 
ing out process

interior trim. Its extreme simplicity

plumbers or painters, an ordinart 
steel-wire brush and a small scrub- 
bing brush. 

In selecting cypress “s sugzi work 


-eare should be taken to see that the 


wood is flat-grained, with very little 
edge grain, and that it is perfectly 
dry. The only defects to he avoided 
are splits, large season-checks and 
unsound knots. On account of the 
slightly uneven surface, it is difficult 
to glue the edges of two boards to- 
vether, as may be done with oak, 
mahogany, etc., and for this reason It 
is better to limit paneling to 12-or 
preferably 10 inches. Another reason 
is that it takes huge logs to produce 
very wide boards, showing a flat- 
grain figure the full width. 

The torch used should have as 
large and as hot a blue flame as pos- 
sible, since in burning the wood 
speed is important. If the surface 
can be charred so quickly that the 
heat does not go thrcugh the board, 
the result will be much better. The 
use of two torches at a time, ar- 
ranged on a handle so that the flames 
are a couple of inches apart, also 
Will facilitate the work. 

Since the burning is for the pur- 
pose of coloring the hard parts of 
the outer grain only, it is important 
not to burn too deeply. If the char- 
ring is carried too far, the soft parts 
will be burned clear through to the 
next hard grain, and the effect will 
not be nearly so good. 

The mill work should be done 
the individual pieces burned 
brushed out before they are put into 
place, because of the tendency of 
the wood to warp when subjected to 
the intense heat of gasoline flame, 
which equals about 1l0v0) degrees. 
Warping under such conditions is 
perfectly natural and unavoidable 
and need cause no worry. Wood that

contains as much moisture as an 
ordinary. indoor atmosphere, or about 
12 per cent. The heat has the effect 
of driving this moisture from the 
burned surface of the wood through 
to the reverse side, thereby causing 
wu Shrinkage of one face and a swell- 
ing of the other. The result is that 
the charred face becomes concave 
and the other face convex. By set- 
ting the board aside tmmediately 
after the burning and allowing it to 
stand for two or three days, it will 
reabsorb enough moisture to bal- 
ance with the atmosphere and thus 
straighten out. It is then ready for 
the rubbing process. 
Getting Color Effects 

It is advisable to do the rubbing 
narrow two or three-inch strips 
full length of the board rather 

to start at the top 
over the full width. The 
to avoid is Overburning. The ulti- 
inmate color effect is not controlled 
nearly so much by the burning as by 
the brushing. The more the soft 
grain is rubbed the lighter in color 
Will be the general tone. And the 
rubbing must be done evenly so that 
the tone will not vary. If the rub- 
bing is done only with the grain, the 
work will be slower and the tone 
darker. A good plan is first to go 
over the board lengthwise in order 
to remove the. black charcoal, and 
then rub across the grain. Under 
no circumstances, however, should 
there be any diagonal rubbing. One 
or two experiments on small pieces 
will teach all there is to know. 

The work of the wire brush leaves 
the board completely @overed with 
a flue brown powder, which must 
be entirely removed. This is done

N A first reading of “Lorna 


Doone. a Romance of Exmoor,” 

one is so engrossed, it would 
seem. with the fortunes of the girt 
John Ridd and the lovely Lorna, with 
the comings and the goings of the 
Doones of Bagzworthy Forest, with 
the adventures of the equally re- 
nowned Yom Faegzgus and his straw- 
berry mare Winnie, with the career 
of the brave Jeremy Stickles, like- 
lives and fates of all 
the dear, quaint folk of Somerset 
and Devon. as to be oblivious of 
al] else.

Accordingly, a party of 
four, Morris, Mr. Magnusson, Faul- 
ner, and a more recent acquaintance, 
Mr. W. H. Evans of Forde Abbey, 
Dorset, started from London on an 
expedition which perhaps impresse:!

in those days, and was taken with 


guides and a string of pack-horses, 
carrying tents and food. An extract. 


from one of his letters will suggest 
to the reader... this journey: 
“There has been but little roughing 
it, and I find sleeping in a tent very 
comfortable, even when the weather 
is very cold. I have seen many 
marvels and some terrible pieces of 
country, [ was .there vesterday, 
and from ita door you see a great 
sea of terrible inky mountains toss- 
ing about; there has been a most 
wonderful sunset this evening that 
turned them golden, though .. .” 
The Gévysers, which Morris re- 
garded with some indignation as 
being the chief feature of Iceland 
to tourists who had never heard of 
Sigurd and Brynhild and Gudrun. 
nevertheless had an eerie effect 
upon him with their boiling mud 
and quivering earth. “Near our 
camp,’ says Mr. Evans, “there were 
several deep holes of beautiful, still 
blue, boiling water: it was in these 


holes we boiled our fish and fetched 
our hot water; but after we had each 


been several times, Morris, on. re- 
turning from one of these expedi- 
tions, said {it was so uncanny he 
could not go again.” .. 

In July, 1873, however. he made 
his second journey to Iceland. an! 
felt the fascination of its desolate 
places once more ‘with an almost 
sacramental solemnity.” 

“The glorious simplicity of the ter- 
rible and tragic but beautiful land. 
with its well-remembered stories of 
brave men, killed all querulous feel- 
ing in me,” he wrote, “and has made 
all the dear faces of wife and chil- 
dren and love and friends dearer 
than ever to me. [ feel as if a defi- 
nite space of my life had passed 
away now I[ have seen Iceland for 
the last time: as I looked up at 
Charles’ Wain to-night. all my travel 
there seemed to come hack to me.

Concerning Foreign Workers 


By SISLEY 
PARIS, Nov. 5 (Special Corre- 
spondence)—The new decree which 
regulates foreigners in France 


changes entirely the status of visi- 
tors. Under the old régime, tourists 


were obliged to ask for an identity 
card only when _: sojourn in 
France was expect to exceed two 
months. This measure of exception 
js not.maintained. Thev will now be 
obliged, if they come to France for 
more than 15 days, to comply with 
ail the formalities which are neces- 


sary to obtain an identity card 
Some surprise has heen expressed 


that the French Government should 
impose these restrictions upon vis- 
itors-—restrictions which can only 


have the effect of keeping a certain 
number of tourists out of the coun- 
trv. The French benefit considera- 
bly by their country being a recog- 
nized visiting place in Europe. Large 
sums of money thus come not only 
to Paris, but to every part of the 
provinces, 
Curious Campaigns 

From time to time. 
are curious campaigns 
foreigner which appear to he alto- 
gether ppoced to Neneh interests, 
and Which are based chicfly upon a 
narrow nationalism. France has no 
unemployment problem, and in any 
case tourists are not competitors in 
the labor market. France is even 
obliged to import labor. The country 
has an exceptional power of assimila- 
tion, and its strength, in view of the 
declining native population, depends 
npon a constant process of absorp- 
tion. 

About the wisdom of the present 
decree it is, however, impossible for 
a foreigner to argue. After due de- 
liberation, the step has been taken, 
and in future every foreigner over 
15 vears of age, intending to reside 
in France more than 15 davs, 
quired, within 48 hours of his arrival. 
to go to the police station or mairie 
of his place of residence and apply 
tor an identity card. He has to

In the event of any change of ad- 
dress, the foreigner must present 
his identitv card for a visa at the 
mairie or police station of his place 
of residence. Mayors and _ police 
commissaries must give immediate 
notice of any change of residence to 
the prefecture of the department. 
which will immediatelv inform the 
central service at the Minister of the 
Interior. 

Foreigners Welcome 


This identity card can be taken 
away from any holder who. neglects 


to comply with the regulations in 
force, or who ceases to offer the de- 
sired guarantees. Jn the event of a 
refusal or withdrawal of the card, 
the foreigner must leave French ter- 
ritory within eight days, but this 
period may be modified, according to 
circumstances by the Ministry of In- 
terior on the proposal of the admin- 
istrative authority. 

There are special rerulations con- 
cerning foreign workers. Landlords, 
hotel-keepers and lodginge-hi 
proprietors musf, within 24 hours, 
report to the police commissary or 
Mavor the presence of any foreigner 
living in their houses or establish- 
ments. The same obligation applies 
to restaurant proprietors or proprie- 
of family boarding-houses usu- 
providing accommodation for 
foreigners. Emplovers engaging for- 
eigen workers must also notify the 
police commissary or Mavor. 
They must further satisfy themselves 
before giving employment, that the 
foreign workers have not infringed 
the terms of the decree. 

These identity cards are available 
for three vears, and expired cards 
are useless. Among the penalties for 
erasures or surcharges on an iden- 
titv card, or the use of a ecard not 
belonging to the foreigner, expul- 
sion from French territory. It should 
he made clear that there is not the 
Slightest intention of preventing for- 
eigners from settling in France—on 
the contrary. they will he 
subjeet to satisfactory inquiry being 
made. Nevertheless, a certain amount 
of irritation has been caused by 
imposition of these fresh formalities.

correspond to those subsisting during the war 
period in the United States between Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge and President Woodrow 
Wilson. And the history of France has been 
affected by their opposing attitudes in respect 
to foreign affairs in a somewhat similar man- 
ner to that in which the course of the United 
States was deflected by the personal feelings 
existing between Senator Lodge and President 
Wilson. 

Before the outbreak of the World War, M. 
Poincaré was in favor of the alliance with 
Russia. He was also an opponent of the cen- 
tral empires, and, with this in view, he became 
one of the makers of the entente with England. 
M. Caillaux, on the other hand, was disposed 
to effect a friendly understanding with Ger- 
many on the basis of ignoring Alsace-Lorraine 
as much as possible and of common colonial 
enterprises in Africa. 
the Radical Party, he was not enthusiastic 
about the association with Russia, and in Eng- 
land he was regarded with distrust. In 1911 he 
staved off the threatening war with Germany 
over Morocco through a compromise, and this 
was the act that led to his downfall at the 
hands of M. Poincaré, who became his suc- 
cessor. Since that time the political history of 
France has been a struggle between these two 
indivyiduals—both men of great ability anc 
great ambition, and. each serving his country 
according to his own lights. 

On Noy. 16, two almost simultaneous events 
brought into relief their contrasting personali- 
ties and their rival political fortunes. For on 
the same day that the French Senate voted to 
extend amnesty to M. Caillaux, thus practically 
reversing its verdict of guilty rendered in 1919, 
M. Poincaré felt compelled to publish through 
the Havas’ Agency a number of letters of his 
friends and political associates, tending to ab- 
solve him of the oft-repeated charge that he 
personally contributed to the outbreak of the 
war. Thus, while M. Caillaux goes free of guilt 
for having taken certain steps to end the war, 
M. Poincaré feels himself seriously on the de- 
fensive in respect to its start. While only the 
Communists were shouting at him ‘“‘Poincare- 
La Guerre” he could afford to remain silent, 
but when Radical papers like the Oeuvre print 
extracts from what purports to be a diary of 
the late Georges Louis, who until M. Poincare 
came to power in 1912 was French Ambassador 
at the court of the Russian Tsar, the charge 
becomes more serious. 

As a matter of fact. what is already historv 
cannot be changed. Had M. Poincaré been con- 
tent, like most French ex-presidents, to retire 
from the political arena in 1920, when his term 
of office expired, very little of his activities in 
1912-14 would now be raked up and printed in 
partisan papers. But he is still a contender 
for public office, and his acts are therefore sub- 
ject to review and censure in the light of sub- 
sequent events. His defense has always been 
that whatever he did he thought was for the 
best interests of France, and apparently he stil! 
thinks so. Likewise, if the acts of M. Caillaux 
during the war were reviewed in an abstract 
legal manner, it is doubtful whether he would 
be granted total absolution. ._But his defense is 
also that he thought he was acting in the in- 
terests of his country when he tried to shorten 
the war. At any event he is now free to enter 
the political fray and to hold whatever office 
his countrymen may care to bestow on him. 
Thus he is once more face to face with his 
adversary of 1911-14, Raymond Poincaré. And 
sooner or later the French people must decide 
which of these two men they prefer to follow. 
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Defending his own expressed contention that 
“a fighting man isn’t a Christian, and if we 
are honest we will admit 
it.’ a preacher in one of 
the churches in the Bos- 
| ton district earnestly 
4 Opposed, in a recent dis- 
| cussion, the acceptance 
' by ministers of commis- 
) sions as chaplains in the 
officers’ reserve corps. 
Insisting that in the army and in war there are 
opportunities for service open to chaplains of 
the reserve corps not usually enjoyed by civilian 
ministers, Henry C. Fraser, a chaplain in the 
regular army, sought to controvert the state- 
ments of his clerical friend. The chaplain in- 
sisted that the command, “Go ve into all the 
world, and preach the gospel,” means that there 
is the same need and opportunity in the army, 
the training camps and the battleships at sea 
as elsewhere in the world. 

Not having had the privilege of listening to 
what must have been an interesting debate, it 
is impossible to quote the words of the speak- 
ers except as they are briefly reported in the 
press. But from these, much as one might de- 
sire to agree with the distinguished clerica!, 
it is impossible to escape the conclusion that 
he did not succeed in maktg a convincing ar- 
zument in support of his contention. If he has 
been correctly quoted, he must have misap- 
vrehended the responsibilities of the army chap- 
lain and his wonderful opportunities to instill 
right ideals into the thoughts of the many young 
men in the service. He is said to have stated 
that if war were declared tomorrow he would 
not enlist or accept a commission as a chaplain. 
He is said to have declared: “The Christian 
minister is put into the world not to say any- 
thing is all right. The minister points out the 
things thet are wrong.” 

Surely it must be that after twenty centuries, 
more or less, of Christian teachings, while men 
and women have been sincerely trying to exem-

plify in the world something of the Truth 
which is being taught, it is possible to do 
more, even in the army, in the training camps, 
and on the battleships at sea, than ‘“‘pomt out 
the things that are wrong.” Some good has 
been accomplished, some realization has come 
of the wisdom of following in the way the Great 
Teacher and his followers have pointed out. 
The Nazarene did more than warn the world of 
sin and its consequences. 

Chaplain Fraser declared that a present need 
is the appointment of additional chaplains to 
serve at those posts where none are now sta- 
tioned. He said that petitions have been sent 
to headquarters from twenty-six camps asking 
Why is this need 
expressed? Surely the men in the regular army 
units and in the reserve camps do not imagine 
that these chaplains will bring with them guns 
and equipment which will make the army in- 
vincible or indomitable. Much as they might 


| desire that, they more earnestly seek an im- 


partation of hope and courage and friendly 
counsel. There has come to them, consciously 
or unconsciously, a realization that “not by 
might, nor by power, but. by my spirit, saith 
the Lord of hosts,” are the great battles which 
are waged against oppression, human slavery, 
and evil in whatever guise, finally won.

the campaigning wets. 
Recourse has been had, 
_rather, to the circulation 
of rumors: to the popularizing of unsupported 
declarations; to the implanting of mistaken 
agsumptions based upon isolated incidents. 
When it comes right down to cases it appears 
that,.as a general thing, anti-prohibition argu- 
ments find their basis more often in a too-reaty 
acceptance of rumored generalizations than in 
a reasoned study. of the facts. 

What, for example, becomes of wild stories 
such as that of the hip-pocket saloon in the face 
of the facts presented in the annual report of 
the Massachusetts Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, a part of which was 
published recently in The Christian Science 
Monitor. Here is an agency that lays no claim 
to an interest in prohibition except as prohibi- 
tion affects the problems of child welfare. The 
annual report of the society sets forth no argu- 
ments. It merely recites, in simple figures, the 
results of prohibition in relation to the children 
of Massachusetts. This is convincing proof, 
offered in terms of the children and of the home, 
of the real helpfulness of prohibition toward es- 
tablishing worth-while standards which liquor, 
by no stretch of the imagination,-could make 
pretense of achieving. 

It appears, from these facts, that the cases 
due to intemperance brought before the society 
dropped from a total of 47.7 per cent of all cases 
in 1916 to a total of only 21.9 per cent of all 
cases in the year just ended. Thus, since prohi- 
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' bition, less than one-half as many instances of 
| children 


suffering because of intemperance 
have been brought before the society, as was the 
case before prohibition. In the vear just ended, 
moreover, there has been a further decrease of 
1.3 per cent from 1923. These figures are based 
upon 5000 cases which have come before the 
society in the State of Massachusetts. 

It is apparent, after reading this report, how 


| fantastic are the stock-in-trade arguments of 


the wets. The Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children carries on where more than 
the surface effects of the dry law-are apparent. 
Home life among those for whom the society 
works has been lifted to a higher level; children 
are happier and their parents better citizens be- 
cause of the release from the bondage of liquor. 

Studying this report—and the reports of other 
similar organizations—one finds it difficult to 
believe that the loose talk about increased drink- 
ing and debauchery is still given credence. And 
vet, in certain social groups, which, unfortu- 
nately, the findings of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children often fail to reach, 
such talk persists. One is finally driven to con- 
clude that not the welfare and happiness of the 
community, which the wets so glibly sponsor, 
but the selfish desires of individuals, prompt 
these contentions. 
that the vast majority of American citizens are 
determined to stand by a law from which such 
socially constructive benefits accrue, rather 
than to be confused into-condemning it because 
it conflicts with certain selfish interests.

ment of “balancing” it. 
Let the budget system 
be accepted, and its bal- 
ancing be announced, and presto! despair is 
changed into optimism. Nothing, however, 
could be more devoid of magic, or better exem- 
plify the plain law of cause and effect, than the 
results of conducting a nation’s business on a 
budget basis. Only the rarity of good business 
sense and strict honesty in government can 
lend to this method, when adopted, any sugges- 
tion of the miraculous. 

Two reasons appear—one of them tragically 
regrettable, the other shamefully deplorable— 
why the budget system has not heretofore en- 
joved universal vogue among nations. It Is 
pre-eminently a system of calculation of deter- 
minable factors, in circumstances of interna- 
tional ‘peace and normal prosperity; whereas 
nations, especially those of the Old World, have 
ever been subject to external hostility with its 
resulting disrupticns. The first of those mar- 
velous budgets which so distinguished Mr. 
Gladstone was upset completely by the Crimean 
War. Even when no war befell, the task of 
effecting a balance has been of precarious pos- 
sibility, owing to the burdensome debts left 
from earlier conflicts. Such today is the 
grievous difficulty confronting the countries of 
Europe. 

But even elsewhere, as on the American con- 
tinent, where the conditions of peace and a 
sound currency are taken as a matter of course, 
there has been scarcely any better progress 
toward the adoption of this practice. Budget 
making and balancing are a process of careful 
calculation and accounting, with respect to 
cost estimates and expenditures, and thany 
politicians with personal interests at heart 
have not been enthusiastic, certainly, in favor 
of the establishment of such a systenf. 

What has changed the situation, to have 
made budgets and their balancing now so much 
the order of the day? The frightful costs of 
the World War have so involved all the affected 
countries in financial complications, that dras- 
tic measures are plainly demanded. In the 
United States, the budget system has been in- 
augurated only since the war, after long advo- 
cacy and agitation by farseeing executives and 
insistent elements in Congress. The magni- 
tude of the interests involved, if not the condi- 
tion of its national Treasury, demanded the 
adoption of this efficient svstem. In Europe, 
nothing else offers.a possible recovery from the 
war's terrible effects; and even where drastic 
measures, dictated by expert counsel, have com- 
passed the all-important balancing of a stag- 
gering budget, it yet remains for the peoples 
involved to fulfill the conditions prescribed—- 
hard work, abstention from fighting, faithful 
performance of obligations. 

There is indeed no magic in budgets, either 
in their. making and balancing, or in their exe- 
cution. They represent straightforward recog- 
nition of the fiscal demands and public needs 
of the measurable future, plus the honest de- 
termination to meet them with the resources 
and productive powers available,, indulging 
meanwhile in no unwarrantable excursion of 
spending where funds are unprovided. The 
budget system is merely the expression of hon- 
esty and efficiency in public administration. It 
can flourish only in conditions of reasonable 
security and peace. Hence its adoption is 
wrapped up in the concurrent efforts being 
made to insure this indispensable condition, 
for the whole world. It is incompatible with 
the age-old system of waging war. It is gain- 
ing in popularity and success today because of 
the growing yearning for righteousness, and 
the correlative abandonment of war, among the 
great body of the people in all countries. 


Editorial Notes 


Little by little the plan of linking together a 
continuous system of intercoastal canals under 
federal control, paralleling the Atlantic and Gulf 
seaboards of the United States, is nearing its full 
realization. As it is, a boat of light draught can 
be navigated nearly three-fourths of the entire 
distance from Cape Cod to the national boun- 
dary at the Rio Grande. The system of natura! 
and artificial waterways, used for such a trip, 
is by far the longest of its kind in the world. 
and is made possible by a linking together of 
a number of rivers, bays and estuaries. It is 
almost needless to state that the intercoastal 
canal when completed will prove of the greatest 
value in connecting important industrial regions, 
as the cargoes now carried between many points 
by sea-going ships will thereby be transported 
by barges at reduced cost. Like a number of 
other great public projects, however, it has 
taken many years of quiet advertising for its 
potential value to be in any wise fully appreci- 
ated.

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A Ride on a Russian Telega

Is there anything in the world like the telega, or cart, 
which the Russian peasants use in the backwood villages? 
It may be doubted. At any rate the telega is a sufficiently 
unique conveyance, from the standpoint of a wandering 
foreigner. And, although its ratesof speed is somewhat 
less than three miles an hour, a ride tn one of these carts 
over Russian roads is quite as thrilling an experience as 
a filght in an airplane or a trip in a high-powered 
nutomobile. 

There was a time, perhaps, when the telegas jogged 
along more or less normally, carrying the peasants to 
and from the market towns. But now the telega, like 
everything else, has passed through the storms of revo- 
lution. The cart into which the writer climbed in order 
to take a ride to a neighboring village waa an extraor- 
dinarily ramshackle collection of sticks, erected some- 
how on a foundation of four wheels.

The bottom of the cart consisted of three or four 
sticks, with considerable intervening spaces. A large 
heap of straw, thrown over the sticks, made the pasition 
of the traveler somewhat more commodious.

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The World’s Great Capitals: The Week in Rome 


Rome, Nov. 21 

While the debate on home policy centinued in_ the 
Chamber. the special committee appointed to study vari- 
ous projects before they are converted into law exani- 
ined, vesterday, two decrees dealing with the law con- 
cerning gambling and the Sinclair convention, which, 
during the past few months, have been objects of severe 
criticism. The committee, by five votes against four, 
rejected the former project, which, therefore. is no! 
likely to be approved by the Chamber. As regards the 
Sinclair convention, the committee, after a lively debate, 
approved it by a majority of two. 

Meanwhile the position of,the Liberal Party con- 
tinues to attract great attention. The party is split into 
two sections, one of which, despite recent events, is anx- 
fous to continue to support Benito Mussolini, and the 
other of which disapproves of the policy of the Premier 
and therefore has passed to the Opposition. It is strange 
that the former section has the greater number of rep- 
resentatives in the Chamber, while the latter counts 
larger support in the country. This anomalous situation 
will apparently lead to an open schism, and it is state 
that the ex-Premier, Signor Salandra, will, together with 
his followers, quit the Liberal Party and form a new one. 


Next year will mark the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the accession of King Victor Emmanuel! III to the Italian 
throne. When his father, King Humbert, fell a victim at 
Monza to the anarchist Brescl, Victor Emmanuel, then 
Prince of Naples-——the title by which he was known dur- 
ing his father’s lifetime—-was absent from Italy, cruising 
with his wife, Princess Elena, in the Meditersatean. The 
news was conveyed to him as quickly as possible and 
within three days he was at Monza. In the first con- 
fusion there had heen some talk of appointing a Regency, 
a suggestion which was resolutely opposed by the Premier, 
Signor Saracco. Victor Emmanuel quickly displayed the 
real force of his character. The proclamation issued to 
his people was from his own hand, and traced a line of 
conduct to which he afterward rigidly, adhered. On 
Aug. 11, 1900, he swore fidelity to the Constitution and 
formally ascended the throne. 

> > > 

During the vears in which he took his part, as heir to 
the throne, in the manifold duties which are incumbent 
On royalty—duties for which he had never at any time 
much liking, though he had always performed them most 
punctillously-—the life of the Court and the pleasures and 
duties of society had little attraction for him. His quiet 
and unassuming disposition had afforded little indication 
of his real capacity for ruling. 

It was, therefore, with no little surprise that his first 
ministers discovered that King Victor Emmanuel had 
more conscientious ideas: of the responsibility of a sov- 
ereign than they were prepared for. He would sign no 
act or document without the fullest explanation and con- 
sideration, and they soon found that, for the better ex- 
pedition of business it was necessary to discuss questions 
with the King before the ministers came to any decision 
themselves. 

A strictly constitutional monarch, he has never in- 
terfered with the freedom of his Government, but he al-

Signor Giovanni Gliolitti recognized of the 
leading figures of Italian political Hfe, and certainly few 
<tatesinen can claim to have exercised such an influencein 
the history of their own country for such a long period as 
Signor Giolitti did. He held ministerial office in 
14589 in Signor Crispi's second administration, and since 
that time he may be said to have dictated the course wv* 
events in Italy. When not in power he was even stronger 
than when he had the responsibility of office. It is gen- 
erally an accepted fact that, until the outbreak of the 
Great War, Italian parliamentarians held office simply br 
favor of the man who by degrees came to be regarded 
as u dictator in Italian politics. 

Signor Giolitti left office and resumed it according ‘o 
his judgment of what was expedient. He always contrived 
to be in power at the close of a parliament, and the 
machinery he had devisec for controlling the elections 
assured him of adequate support jn the Chamber. A)'- 
though the system was thoroughly vicious Signor Giolitt!l s 
long tenure of power was productive o7 mucn useful legtis- 
lation and Italy made much materia] progress during 
that period. One of his greatest qualities, and perhaps 
one of his greatest faults, has always been his steadfast- 
ness to his faithful friends whom he rewarded with im- 
portant posts tor which they were not always suited. 
Many believe that he may again come to power, a fact 
which is strongly contradicted by Fascisti, but equally 
strongly emphasized by his still very numerous friends 
and supporters.

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*Prisons And Common Sense

May I call your attention to a step that can now be 
taken greatly to better one deplorable phase of the pres- 
ent prison conditions in the United States. 

This step is pointed out in a recent excellent book by 
Thomas Mott Osborne. called “Prisons and Common 
Sense.” (J. B. Lippincott Co., Phila., 1924.) In this book 
Mr. Osborne comments on the fact that “very many of 


our prisons are used primarily as spoils in the game of |

“Wardens,” he writes, “are often appointed not be- 
cause they know anything of the art of handling men, 
but because of their political services to the party in 
power, or because of some ‘pull’ with a local boss. In 
one prison— the wardenship has never, within the memory 
of the oldest inhabitant. been anything but the prize of 
the political county leaders.”

Russian Propaganda Posters 


To the Editor of The Christian Science Monito: 

May I be permitted to point out that the wording on 
the Russian posters reproduced in vour issue of Oct. 14 
is inaccurately translated and has nothing whatever to 
do with an “Appeal to the Masses for Prohibition.” 

The Russian words -printed on the upper poster are, 
“Where Co-operation [s Not Esteemed.” and the sign 
over the shop reads, “Shop of Merchant, |. P. Bawler.” 
The houses in this picture are tumbling to pieces and 
the pegple and houses are in wretched condition, only 
the private trader being plump and domineering. Such 
are the awful results of private trading! 

The heading of the lower picture is “Where the 
Co-operative Society Is Working,” and the signs over the 
shop are “Consumers’ Society” and “Co-operative Store,” 
with a reading room on the other side of the road. This 
represents the prosperity and general satisfaction which 
it is claimed would result from a monopolization of trade 
by the state, for in Russia the co-operative societies are 


| controlled and their managers are appointed by the ru!- 


ing dictatorship. 

There is no reference whatever to vodka or alcohol, nor 
could there be, for the propaganda purpuses of these 
posters. Alcohol] was completely prohibited some years 
before the collapse of? the old régime and is not now used 
to the same degree as it then was. 

Nor, again, is there any pretense in the first poster 
that it represents the condition of Russian villages in 
former times; nor does the second poster display a future 
ideal. They are both simply propaganda posters to suggest 
that private trading is ruinous and that a state monopoly 


Such posters are actually spread throughout Russia, 
for without such ingistent propaganda no peasant with 
recent experiences before him would suspect that the 
suppression of private enterprise was beneficial to him or 
that a Communist dictatorship promoted his welfare.
